Incident With A Moral 


Lack of interest in federal gambling stamps 
is pretty strong proof that the utter realists of 
the gambling business hav e decided not to throw 
bad money after bad. 
All that they bought when they purchased 
the federal stamps the first time around was 
a great deal of undesired attention from local 
officials who jumped at this easy proof of a 
matter which otherwise would hav e required 
hard proof; that is, that gambling was going 
on. 
If the gamblers hadn’t bought the stamps in 
the first place, as many of them discov ered, 
nothing would hav e happened because the Trea­ 
sury Department was not prepared to crack 
down on holdouts. Therefore, they are showing 
a notable lack of interest in buy ing stamps the 
second time around. 
The moral, pointed out when the suggestion 
first was made that the federal gov ernment 
should accept responsibility for enforcement of 
laws against gambling, is simple and direct: 
%flien local law enforcement fails, that can 
be corrected by local action, but when federal 
law enforcement fails that is circumstantial ev i­ 
dence of the downfall of a gov ernment. 
The United States cannot afford to lose pres­ 
tige ov er a gambling stamp law it is unable 
to enforce. 
That is how the corruption of law enforce­ 
ment officials begins. Washington has enough 
corruption as it is without calling in local gam­ 
blers to help things along. 


Under New Management 


In the short 
time 
since 
Gov . 
Stev enson 
emerged from the Chicago conv ention with the 
Democratic nomination, significant agreement 
has been reached on one point about his can­ 
didacy . 
His heav iest handicap in the campaign will 
be the necessity of defending the Truman ad­ 
ministration. He can be no stronger than his 
party in the long run, though he was stronger 
than its div ided parts at the Chicago conv en­ 
tion. 
Gov . Stev enson cannot separate himself from 
his party . If he tried, he could not be elected. 
He must run on Truman’s record and on the 
terms laid down by Truman’s friends. 
The situation is like that of an enterprise 
which has gone on the rocks and is try ing to re­ 
habilitate public confidence by display ing an 
“ Under New Management” sign. 
Until there is some ev idence that the manage­ 
ment actually has changed fpr the better, the 
public will remain skeptical. Gov . Stev enson is 
a fresh face in Democratic politics at the Na­ 
tional lev el, and an attractiv e face. But he is 
heir to all the pressure groups which hav e 
shaped the Democratic party since it 
was 
taken ov er by the New Dealers after 19 33, 


Time To Retire 
Price Stabilizer Ellis Arnall has been caught 
off base in a 9 0 per cent error by Ernest T. 
Weir, one of the more able spokesmen for the 
steel indu stry . This is a reminder that Arnall’s 
re tire m ent is ov erdue. 
He prom ised 
that if the price of steel was 
raised to hppease 
the United Steelworkers of 
A m erica, he wou ld quit. It has been raised to 
appease the union. Arnall should quit. 
As a m a tte r of fact, he nev er shou ld hav e 
started, since it w as ev ident from the begin­ 
ning th at he intended 
to sing for his partisan 
su pper. All th at happened 
when Weir caught 
him say ing the steel price increase would cost 
each fam ily $100 a y ear, when $10 would hav e 
been m ore like it, is th a t he hit a high note. 
The steel indu stry is g oing to be blamed for 
the effects of starting a fresh rou nd of inflation 
with another w ag e-rate m anipu lation, though 
ev ery spokesm an for the indu stry warned this 
wou ld happen.

SUCH organizations usually are 
supported by wealthy persons and 
foundations. They set up a front 
of “ good names” behind which the 
paid officials work. 
This is not 
only true of the Institute of Pacific 
Relations but of most public or­ 
ganizations. 
The hired help become so power­ 
ful that they operate on their own. 
They usually find a sucker with a 
“ good name” whom they flatter 
and whom they publicize until he 
believ es what they say about him. 
The McCarran committee say s of 
such: 
“ IPR activ ities were made pos­ 
sible largely through the financial 
support of American industrialists, 
corporations and foundations, the 
majority 
of

familiar with the inner workings 
of the organization.” 
“ The effectiv e leadership of the 
IPR often sought to deceiv e IPR 
contributors and supporters a$ to 
the true character and activ ities 
of the ortanization.” 
The question here is one of re­ 
sponsibility . A person may say 
that he did not know what was 
going on, and often when his at­ 
tention is called to his fronting 
for a 
gang of subv ersiv es,

shouts, “ hindsight!” 
Yet for more than a decade, Al­ 
fred Kohlberg has been calling to 
the attention of the responsible 
men of v he institute what was 
being done to them.

Three Ev ents Cast Their Shadows 


Du ring the last week of Ju ly oc­ 
c u rred three ev ent» , the su m of 
which, with m any sim ilar actions, 
will influ ence » the fortu nes of ev ery 
indiv idu al m ore deeply than the po­ 
litical eloqu ence th a t pou red ou t 
du ring the sam e period. The three 
ev ents had to do with inflation and 
cost of liv ing . 
On Ju ly 31 a g ov ernm ent ag ency , 
the Wag e Stabilization B oard, con­ 
firm ed 
a raise in the wag es of 
steelw orkers. On the sam e day an­ 
other g ov ernm ent ag ency , the P rice 
Stabilization Board, confirm ed an 
increase in the price of steel. 
The effect of the com bined ac­ 
tions, form er mobilization director 
Charles E. Wilson said, w as “ te r­ 
rifically inflationary . . . the peo­ 
ple will hav e to pay for it.” 


ON J ULY 28 a g ov ernm ent ag en­ 
cy , the Office of P rice Stabiliza­ 
tion/a c te d on prices of food. The 
action w a 9 u pwrard. The ceiling 
prices on ham s, pork chops and 
som e other pork produ cts were 
raised from 1 to 8 cents a pou nd. 
On Ju ly 25 cam e a report of the 
g ov ernm ent B u reau of L abor S ta­ 
tistics. The report said th a t the 
cost of liv ing had reached a new 
hig h. 
The actions which increased the 
price of steel and which perm it 
an increase in the price of pork 
are actions by g ov ernm ent. This is 
a condition which the people need 
to g rasp if they are to u nderstand j 
the spiraling cost of liv ing from j 
which they su ffer. 
T h at these two actions by g ov ern- ; 
m ent happened to coincide du ring 
the last week of Ju ly is m erely j 
fortu itou s. Throu g hou t the sev en 
postw ar y ears of the T ru m an ad­ 
m inistration g ov ernm ent has had 
a direct hand, in m any cases a 
determ ining hand, in m ost of the 
adv ances in w ag es and price» that 
hav e been at once cau ses and ef­ 
fects of increasing inflation and 
increasing cost of liv ing . 


BECAUSE SUCH actions are by 
g ov ernm ent they are su bject to po­ 
litical pressu re by g rou ps which j 
m ake dem ands on the adm inistra­ 
tion or to which the adm inistration 
defers.

If, and when, there is an in­ 
crease in the prices of articles 
which fa rm ers bu y , tractors and 
tru cks and other farm m achinery , 
the D epartm ent of Ag ricu ltu re will 
calcu late the total, increase. 
Based on this total, the depart- ! 


m ent will decree an increase of 
the price at which it su pports farm 
crops. T hat will cau se an increase 
in the price of food, of cost of 
liv ing . 
Once this takes place labor lead­ 
er» and u nions,,if they follow the 
pattern of the past, are likely to 
dem and y et another raise in wag e 
rates to keep u p with the cost of 
liv ing . Thu s wou ld beg in another 
u pw ard step in inflation and the 
wag e-price spiral. 
An incident du ring late Ju ly be a r­ 
ing on inflation and cost of liv ing 
was a report issu ed Ju ly 21 by a 
priv ate institu tion, the National In­ 
du strial Conference Board. 
The report treats with special 
precision w hat has happened or 
been done to the pu rchasing v alu e 
of the dollar. In Ja nu a ry . 19 39 . the 
dollar was norm al, it was 100 cents. 
At present the dollar is, in pu r­ 
chasing v alu e, only 55.8 cents. 
W hat was happening du ring late 
Ju ly to the people as consu m ers 
and sav ers was less apparent than 
the praises and claim s m ade by 
orators at the national conv ention 
of the party in power.

Lack of interest in federal gambling stam ps 
is pretty strong proof that the utter realists of 
the gambling business have decided not to throw 
bad money after bad. 
All th at they bought when they purchased 
the federal stam ps the first tim e around was 
a great deal of undesired attention from local 
officials who jum ped at this easy proof of a 
m atter which otherwise would have required 
hard proof; that is, that gambling was going 
on. 
If the gam blers hadn't bought the stam ps in 
the first place, as m any of them discovered, 
nothing would have happened because the T rea­ 
sury D epartm ent was not prepared to crack 
down on holdouts. Therefore, they are showing 
a notable lack of interest in buying stam ps the 
second tim e around. 
The m oral, pointed out when the suggestion 
first was m ade that the federal government 
should accept responsibility for enforcement of 
laws against gambling, is simple and direct: 
When local law enforcem ent fails, that can 
be corrected by local action, but when federal 
law enforcem ent fails that is circum stantial evi­ 
dence of the downfall of a government. 
The United States cannot afford to lose pres­ 
tige over a gambling stam p law it is unable 
to enforce.

That is how the corruption of law enforce­ 
m ent officials begins. Washington has enough 
corruption as it is without calling in local gam ­ 
blers to help things along.

During the last week of July oc­ 
curred three events, the sum of 
which, with m any sim ilar actions, 
will influence ithe fortunes of every 
individual more deeply than the po­ 
litical eloquence that poured out 
during the sam e period. The three 
events had to do with inflation and 
cost of living. 
On July 31 a government agency, 
the Wage Stabilization Board, con­ 
firmed a raise in the wages of 
steelworkers. On the sam e day an­ 
other government agency, the Price 
Stabilization Board, confirmed an 
increase in the price of steel. 
The effect of the combined ac­ 
tions, form er mobilization director 
Charles E. Wilson said, was "te r­ 
rifically inflationary . . . the peo­ 
ple will have to pay for it.” 


ON JULY 28 a governm ent agen­ 
cy, the Office of Price Stabiliza­ 
tion, acted on prices of food. The 
action w as upward. The ceiling 
prices on ham s, pork chops and 
some other pork products were 
raised from I to 8 cents a pound. 
On July 25 cam e a report of the 
governm ent Bureau of Labor Sta­ 
tistics. The report said that the 
cost of living had reached a new 
high. 
The actions which increased the 
price of steel and which perm it 
an increase in the price of pork 
are actions by government. This is 
a condition which the people need 
to grasp if they are to understand 
the spiraling cost of living from 
which they suffer. 
That these two actions by govern­ 
m ent happened to coincide during 
the last week of July is m erely 
fortuitous. Throughout the seven 
postwar years of the Trum an ad­ 
m inistration governm ent has had 
a direct hand, in m any cases a 
determ ining hand, in most of the 
advances in wages and prices that 
have been at once causes and ef­ 
fects of increasing inflation and 
increasing cost of living. 


b e c a u s e s u c h actions are by 
governm ent they are subject to po­ 
litical pressure by groups which 
m ake demands on the adm inistra­ 
tion or to which the adm inistration 
defers. 
The raise in the wages of steel­ 
workers was the result of a de­ 
m and by the CIO Steelworkers 
Union. It was axiomatic that a

wage r a i s e would result in In­ 
creased 
cost 
of 
m anufacturing 
steel. 
Throughout the steel strike and 
preceding it the steel industry took 
the position that if there was a 
raise in the wages of steelworkers, 
and hence in the cost of m anufac­ 
turing steel, industry should have 
a compensating increase in the 
price of steel. 
The industry’s fundam ental po­ 
sition, often expressed, was in six 
words, "No wage raise, no price 
increase,” a phrase which deserves 
to be rem em bered because it ex­ 
presses a really effective way to 
check the wage-price spiral and in­ 
flation. 
In the end the adm inistration 
granted the wage raise and grant­ 
ed the price increase. The conse­ 
quence is practically certain to be 
an increase in the price of articles 
m ade of steel or into which steel 
enters, hence a ram ifying effect 
throughout industry and trade gen­ 
erally. 


ONE SPECIFIC probably conse­ 
quence is autom atic and far-reach­ 
ing. If, and when, there is an in­ 
crease in the prices of articles 
which farm ers buy, tractors and 
trucks and other farm m achinery, 
the D epartm ent of Agriculture will 
calculate the total, increase. 
Based on this total, the depart­ 


ment will decree an increase of 
the price at which it supports farm 
crops. That will cause an increase 
in the price of food, of cost of 
living. 
Once this takes place labor lead­ 
ers and unions,,if they follow th* 
pattern of the past, are likely to 
demand yet another raise in wage 
rates to keep up with the cost of 
living. Thus would begin another 
upward step in inflation and the 
wage-price spiral. 
An incident during late July bear­ 
ing on inflation and cost of living 
was a report issued July 21 by a 
private institution, the National In­ 
dustrial Conference Board. 
The report treats with special 
precision what has happened or 
been done to the purchasing value 
of the dollar. In January, 1939, the 
dollar was normal, it was IOO cents. 
At present the dollar is, in pur­ 
chasing value, only 55.8 cents. 
What was happening during late 
July to the people as consumers 
and savers was less apparent than 
the praises and claims m ade by 
orators at the national convention 
of the party in power.

The gesture was not m ade 
without pain; it was snowing at 
the tim e, and the chill in the ground 
made fingers ache. 
It was snowing so hard, in fact, 
that it collected in drifts behind 
the kneeling onion planter’s glasses 
and had to be dug out with a 
numbed and muddy finger. 
It was a long tim e after th at be­ 
fore anything happened to onions 
or anything else in gardens. At 
first it was too wet and cold. When 
that was over, it was too hot and 
dry. But the onions grew. So did 
the peas. And so 
with

degrees of thriftiness, did every­ 
thing else, even the lima beans. 
There have been no failures. 
Five months have elapsed since

G ardeners h a v e trouble compre­ 
hending the lapse of time during 
the growing season, because they 
pay less attention to the calendar 
than to the development of their 
crops. 
But the tomatoes planted late in 
May will soon be ripe. Beets have 
reached the pickling stage. There 
are carrots for those who like them. 
The green peppers are about to 
stage the m iracle of having five- 
full-grown peppers tomorrow where 
no peppers could be seen yester­ 
day. The new straw berries have 
put out their runners, and the ne­ 
glected weeds have reached gar­ 
gantuan size. 
Late in October or early in No­ 
vem ber all this will be blanketed 
by the first snowfall and for four 
months thereafter blizzards, sleet 
storm s and winter rains will m ake 
the garden patch im passable. 
But here it is—the beginning of 
the end of the cycle which began 
last M arch in an upsurge of hope 
and now .s ending in August. It 
soon will be tim e for "The Septem ­ 
ber Song' —for leaf-raking and the 
fragrance of wood smoke in the 
frosty air. 
It soon will be tim e to grab a 
spade, pull on a pair of m ittens and 
get ready to plant onions next 
M arch.

Light Rains 
Come Late To 
Drought Zones 


Generally Too Little 
To Aid Singed Areas 
In South And East 


By TW Assoc UUU Press 
Light rain fell in parts of the. 
nation's S o u t h e r n and Eastern 
drought areas today but it was 
mostly a case of too little and 
too late. 
Parched Maine got the biggest 
break. Light rain dam pened most 
of the state. Showers also sprin­ 
kled parts of drought-singed Ten­ 
nessee and Kentucky. 
The drought that began in mid- 
June already has destroyed m ore 
than a half billion dollars worth 
of pastures and corn, tobacco, cot­ 
ton, and vegetable crops. 
Farm ers, faced with burnt-out 
grazing lands, have dumped cattle 
on the m arket by the thousands. j 
Nearly an inch of rain fell in 
the Nashville. Tenn., area when 
cold front moved in. The m oisture 
was general over the middle por­ 
tion of the state. 
Western Tennessee rem ained dry 
with no prospect of im m ediate re ­ 
lief. Farm ers there said rains now 
would be too late to do crops much 
good, anyway. 
Professional 
rainm akers 
were 
ready to try their hand at bringing | 
m oisture to the drying tobacco and 
vegetable crops of Connecticut. 
Stationed in the hills west of the 
Connecticut Valley, they were pre­ 
pared to fire rain-producing crys­ 
tals into the sky. They were await­ 
ing 
favorable 
conditions — the 
presence of m o i s t u r e bearing 
clouds. 
The U. S. D epartm ent of Agri- j 
culture moved to bring quick re­ 
lief to hard-pressed farm ers in the 
dry’ areas. It summoned its agents 
from eight drought-disaster states, i 
plus Texas and Oklahoma, to m eet 
in Atlanta.
